In a n*markalily clo.se competition and liy the small margin of J.’k’l.T the American-bred Ben Brush fin- 
i*-Iu**l at the hea*l of the list *)f American sires of 1909. Next to him came the imiiorted English stalli*m, 
W<s>lsthorpe. less than $.'i.0tK> in advance of the .kmericaii Plaudit. Two English horses. Star Sh*iot an*l 
Sain, were fourth and fiftii r**s|iectlvely. Ben Brush owes his supremacy to the large winnings of his g»HKl 
s*iii. Sweep, ill tlie rich stakes tor two-year-olds of 1909. and his total is the smallest to the credit of anv 
lcad,»r since 1KS5. Virgil, the leading sire ot that year, having $7.‘5,2;{5 to his credit. In part, the eompara- 
tively smalljiggr**gate amassed by the progeny of Ben Brush is ascribahle to the general reduction of rac- 
ing values of tlie last two years, but the clo.s»*ness of the contest for supremacv between the first six eom- 
irt*tit«>rs Is another factor that playe*l its part. Of tin* twenty leaders of 1!H19 ten were native bred and ten 
i.nglish bred. In 1908 the division was not so even, eleven foreign-hreds and nine natives constituting the 
twenty figuring in the lionor list.

New York. January 18. — There is much discussion 
ninoii;; turfmen over the |iruhleni of urraiiKiii}; raeiiif' 
dates for the coiniii); season. It is understcsMl that 
the Joeke.v Cluirs stewards will move slowl.v in this 
matter and will not make an ntlicial aiinmiuctMuent 
for s<-veral weeks. “P. J. Dw.ver’s statement that 
.V<iueduct and Jamaica will not hold sprint; meet- 
int;s if Pitulico decides to lM‘gin 0 |M>rations on April 
23 has not lK*en r«H-eiv«sl with favor l,y owners and 
traini-rs who are anxious to race here as earl.v as 
.\prii 1.7.” says the Sun. “The.v are not alone in the 
opinion that the inetroisjlitau tracks should |,ay no 
liis‘d to Pimlico, hut should Ko ahead with tile 
sclnsliile which prevailed during; the season of Iftus. 
it is iMiinttsl out that the fallini^ off iii attendance 
ticures at A<pie<luet and Jamaica last fall was not 
due so miM-h to tlie counter attraction at Pimlico 
as to the attitinle of the |M,li<a.“ and the Queens 
County authorities, who suddenly made thinKS un- 
pleasant for the oral siM-culators at thos<‘ race 
<ours<-s. The siM*ctacular raid h.v the isilice at 
Jamaica knis-kcd out what little interest remained 
in raciiiK at that time, it is asserted, and s»-rvtsl to 
drive awa.v from the tracks many patrons who would 
otherwise have rcmaini-d.” 

“It is further aritucd that if Aqueduct and .Ta- 
maicH should decline to race a;;ainst Pimlico in th.‘ 
sprint; the.v would l>e com|><.|led to face opi>ositio;i 
h.v the .Maryland track in the fall uidess they de- 
chhsl to keep their tracks closed alto);ether. Pim- 
lico’s attitude, h.v the way. is not pleuslnt; to own- 
ers and trainers, in adclttioii to the J<H;key Club 
stewards, it is said. In view of the plucky fiKht 
made h.v the New York tracks to k<s‘p their gates 
ot«Mi under tile most trying cirettmstauces, it is be- 
lieved that Pimlico should la- willing to help, not 
retard, the g<«al work. For that reason there are 
many racing men who sa.v that Pimlico for the best 
interests of racing should la* willing to la^gin the 
spring iiKH-ting on April 1 and race up to April 1.7 
or a few da.vs later. Such a plan, it is shown, 
would make matters coinparativel.v eas.v for the hH-al 
tracks, which are willing to run the risk of losing 
money to keep the turf alive.”

After a visit of four months in the Argentine Re- 
ptihlic Clarence Hailey, a leading Newmarket 
photogra|dier. who is back in England. |>ays high 
tribute to ever.vtliing he saw in the South American 
countries, especially that couceruiug racing and 
hreeiliug. 

According to Jlr. Hailey, a “foreign book,” or 
iK-tting at one track on racing going on at another, 
is the custom of Argentina. The l«‘ttiug is done 
through tlie iiari-mutuels. .\t Rosario, a track 
three hundred miles frmn Buenos Ayres, every faeil- 
it.v is providml for. its visitors to wager upon the 
rac-s then going on at Buenos Ayres. The pari- 
mutuel oflits's are in direct telephone eomnuinication. 

The Isirses and jm-keys are displayed at Isttli 
places siinultaiK'ousl.v. and the Is-tting begins and 
ends at praeticall.v the same moment. The aiiKHint 
taken in the maeniiies at Rosario is telephoned to 
the Palermo track at Buenos Ayres, and is added 
to the money iuvestetl at the iatter place. This 
makes the dividend the same at ls,th places. A man 
can, therefore, Is-t at Rosario on the racing at Pal 
ermo just as well as if he were on the cmirse at 
Buenos Ayres. Ten i,er cent, is de<luetcd. I,ut the 
Rosario managements pa.vs to thi‘ Buenos Ayres man- 
agement five iH*r <-».,it. But for the r»?venue thus fie- 
ri vial racing at Rosario could not exist. 

At Palermo the convenleuc‘S for the public an.l 
the JiK-key Club memls-rs could not ts- e.xcellcl. Ad- 
mission to the cheu|> enclosure costs 8.7 cents. The 
rough element is absent and everything is pleasant 
for visitors. In the principal public enclosure the 
cliarge for men is $3.25 and for women $1.2.7. There 
are elevators to carry the crowds to the tr,p of the 
stand. Tliere are one hundred and fifty uniformed 
messengers in attendance for the pur|H>se of placing 
wagers in the mutuels. There Is no noise, no <a«l- 
fitsion: everything is like a garden jiarty. 

In the pari-mittiiels the amount handled on the big 
da.vs is $:i.70,00<», of which ten |sT cent., or $3.7, (HK), 
Is retained by the management. Tin? race course is 
one mile and three-quarters in circumference. There 
Is a straight six-furl<mgs course. The hi rses rai-e 
on dirt, but there is some talk of laying down turf. 

The metIuMi of starting is the walk up. and .Mr. 
Hailey says it is nearly perfect. After every race 
the horses are taken into a corner of the puddis-k 
and have a hose tnrinsi on thmn. They seem to 
like it. After this the.v are well rubtied down. In 
the training gallops no saddles are use»l. 

Englander, a North American j<K:kcy, with no 
particular reputation in the L'nited States or Canada, 
is now the laist rider at Buenos Ayres. lie was rt;- 
markably successful in making roguish, cunning 
animals do their best In races. He is now under 
contract to Mr. T.’nzue, one of Buenos Ayres’ clilef 
racing men, who owns the most extensive breeding 
farm in Argentina. It Is known as San Jacinto, 
and covers an area of groiiml tweiity-o'he miles long 
by eiglitc-ii miles wide. .Mr. Cnzue has five other 
“camps.” at one of which there are .7().(N)0 ostriches. 
These are let to dealers at the rate of $1..70 a bird 
imr annum for the feathers. 

Man.v of the “paddocks” of the stud farm are 
Hire,' miles long, and it sometimes takes half a (lav 
to find a particular mare and foal. All the stull 
grooms are either English or Irish. Thev receive 

three per cent, coinmission on the yearlings sold 
annually. The foals have grand bone and substauci'. 

OPPOSITION FOR FADDISTS IN ENGLAND. 

The political situatiou in England has taken on 
a siHirting turn, for the Araalgamattd Sistrts Com- 
mittee and the National Simrting Ltnigue are can- 
vassing the candidates for Parliament as to their 
tlews on racing and betting. These organizations 
have laien formed for the special puriHtse of fighting 
the faddists who aim to abolish racing, and if the.v 
discover anyone with anti-racing tendencies the.v 
will work against him. The s|H>rting bodies are 
going alKUit their work In a svstematic way and 
have issued two questions gs follows: 

1. Wmild you oiqsMe an.v interference with the 
present freedom of the press in resi>ect to racing 
matters? 

2. Are you opposed to further restrictions of the 

libertic's of the people, and would .voii vote against 
any legislation that had for its object the prohibiti >n 
of iK'tting b.v telegraph. tele|dione or letter? To 
make the matter clear, may we (piote an imaginar.v 
case: A business man at LiverpiKd takes an interest 

ill the D(‘rby and desires to speculate a sovereign 
of his own honestly -acquired money on his judgment 
of the horses running. He does not wish to leave 
his business and travel to Epsom, but desires to tele- 
graph his lx‘t to his turf commission agent. Would 
.vou vote against any legislation that had for its 
object the prohibition of such a transaction? 

It makes no difference whether the candidate is 
I'niouist. Liberal, Labor or Socialist, he is askisl 
to answer the questions. 'The project is getting all 
sorts of backing from the press, and as one big 
newspaper put It: “We cannot urge upon sportsmen 
too strongly the necessity of using their every en- 
deavor to work unceasingly to vote against these 
faddists who would s«|uceze out of our natioiial life 
all enjoyineiit to which they themselves are not in 
dined. TiMlay we want statesmen, not )Hditicians 
merel.v. We want broadmiudial men, not narrow- 
minded bigots.” 

Although the movement has only just Iieen started 
a niimlier of replies have already Ix-eu receivisl ami 
piibllslnsl. One of the earliest and most prominent 
was from Sir Charles t'u.vzer, who said he was not 
oiil.v in favor of everything asked, but stiMsl pre- 
pared to support legislation making it isissible to 
recover sporting debts by law. He Is a I'liionist of 
Monmounth borough. The first answer came from 
.Mr. 11. Belloe, a Liberal of South Salford, who said: 
“.My atitiide ii|m»ii all matters concerning betting, 
racing, biiyinj; and selling S|H-culative stocks ami 
shares, gambling with cards for moiic.v or with diiv 
Is very simple and I have often expn'-ssed it. I do 
not think it is the business of the state to interfere 
with it in an.v degree, and I can sih- no reason wh.v 
hazards of this sort should not Is* indnIgiMl in bV 
those who take their amusemmit in this wa.v if they 
■so feel inclined. Further, I am particularly of tli'e 
opinion that the law should 1»“ eqjial (which at 
present it is not I for all classes of six-iety lu this 
resiM-ct and for all forms of hazards.”

606 (irand I’rix with Northeast in 1!*6S. It is a 
singular fact that in four races mentioned above the 
regular stable jis-key was not lu the saddle. In IIMKi 
Ranch, a California bo.v, thmi attachi‘d as first 
jockey, was unable to ride on account of a bud fall 
some days before the race, and the onl.v available 
rider to Is* had was WiMHlIand, a sti'cplechase 
j(!Cke.v. Ill IIKIS Bellhoiise, the stabb‘ joeke.v. was 
laid up. and Milton Henry rode Sea Sick.

Th(> incident of San Francisco racing on Saturday 
when I’hil .Mohr was sent away in front of the bar- 
rier will revive the gossip alKiut Bromo’s famous 
race in th(“ fog at WoKlbine. tin the siH-ond lo la.-t 
da.v of the jockey club’s spring niiH'tiiig of Iftiki 
fog ndbsl in frmu the lake during the afteriKHiu so 
heavily that the riiuniiig of the fifth race could not 
be seen till the horses were almost home. Objects 
three hiindrisl yards awa.v were invisible in the mist, 
and nothing could be discerned of the incidents of 
the race. It was a five-furlongs sprint with eleven 
starters. Frank Ware handled the Hag. the start- 
ing barrier not lieing in use. Flying Bess was the 
favorite, with Zoroaster second choice. Tli(‘re was a 
long delay at the mist and the crowds on the stands 
and lawn waited impatiently for the appearance of 
the hors<‘s In the stretch. Bromo. owiii'd b.v the late 
Ji.seph Duggan and ridden by “Bunt” Flint, was 
the first to break through the rolling clouds, and 
he was thri'e or four lengths in front of Zoroaster. 
Jack .Martin was riding his hardest on the Car- 
rutliers & Shields horse, but the lM>st he c<aild do 
was to reduce the lead to two lengths. Zanoue fin- 
ished third, while Spriiigwells and Flying Bess were 
among the flock in the nmr. Bromo was said to 
have got away in a fals«* break and not returned to 
start, but Flint inaintuined that he wmit off with 
till' others and Is-at them home iK-cause Briano was 
a giMsl mud horse. Bromo was a 40-to-l chance. — 
Toronto Globe.

Tliere was mneh to 
like about this iisefiil-hMiking cliestmit when stripiied 
for the Ilolida.v Two-7'ear-()ld Stakes at Samlown 
l*ark’s .Vugiist B.ink ilolida.v fixture, and g<M>d Jndge.s 
marked him down as the iikel.v reciideiit of a fine 
race when inope tlioroiighl.v trainml. He was not at 
all fancied, but. his trainer rightl.v (smjectured that 
a little acipiaintanee with the tinsiness of racing 
woiiid bi‘ IsMiidicial to the c<dt. and in tini--liing 
fourth he did better than the hot favorite. Flori- 
culture. which was “left.” as, of course, was the 
iio.ney of his liackers. at the starting iS'St. which 
the iHMikinakers tsight to call the Tom Tiibller’.s 
ground, for there was sunk all the money invested 
on 43!) other candidates for races during the past 
sr-ason, with a fair proiiortion of g<SHl favorites 
among them. That the clever .\mcricaii trainer,

Whisk Broom’s next outing, for that e.ve-o|M-ner at 
.Sandowii Park had brought him on immeiisel.v, and 
when the colt was saddled on the Knavesinlre at 
Yi.rk .Viignst three weeks later he went out for the 
I’rince of W.iles’ 1‘late enjo.ving the full ci.nfidence 
of his trainer, and delightisl his owner — who. with 
a jiart.v of .\merican friends, was paying one of his 
rather infrequent visits to onr raci- (smrses, for II. 
I’. Whitne.v has other attractKms in the world of 
sisirt — b.v a stylish victory. Whisk BriKiin laid 
something to beat that da.v, too. for those coiinectcil 
with 4ial<atim> were very contident concerning his 
chance as, snbseipieiit to the latter’s cU«ie tigiit 
with .'Vdiniral Haw ke. referred to yesterday, tids s..u 
of Cailinnle and I’.nrgoiiet had cantered awa.v with 
the llalnaker Stakes at (HHxlwaHsl. Now. with the 
redoubtable .Maher riding the colt, the .Michel drove 
f(dk would not hear of ids defeat, bur Wiiisk I’.riH.m 
had the race won a long wa.v from homo. Maher oii 
dalatine made a great *‘ffort. but at the distance 
Whisk Broom’s traimr jo.vfiill.v ejacinated. “Tlie.v’ll 
never catch him this time!” .\or did they, and 
“two lengths; same’’ was the judge’s verdict. W<m> 1 
Winder’s own brotlier. WoolacoiiilM', bdlowing Whisk 
BriKnn and dalatine |»ast the jKist. That was the 
.Vniericaii colt’s sole success during the season, for 
he had Iieen a little off color iirior to Iioncaster and
